50,000,000 SLAVES. 


Maroeeo JTmrs Said to Carry en the Trade 


Under the Stan and Stripes. 


fieli Cbatelain, a traveler in tbe dark 


continent, lectured before tbe American 
Geographical society acObickering hall, 
New York, the other evening on "The 
Internal Slave Trade In Africa." He 
illustrated big remarks part of the time 
by stereopticou views.

Watkius, when he is in the city, can 


be seen standing oil the corners of some 
of the dovra town streets, where he sells 
notions and other small articles iu ordor 
to gain a livelihood. Bnt he does 1101 
stay long at a time, because he likes to 
Tisit different places and meet different 
people. He always attends the different 
celebrations a».'3 fiestas, where he says 
he is sure to enjoy himself. 


When Watkins wants to go any place 


the first time, he sets .some one to guide 
him, if possible, but after that he can 
go alone at any time he wishes. He has 
been over nearly all of the roads in Cal- 
ifornia, and only a few months ago he 
walked from this city to Iios Angeles 
by himself. He says he is always well 
treated and finds people only too willing 
to tell him what is going on. 


According to Watkins' story, ho is 


able to do these remarkable things solely 
by his memory aud says that be can be 
taken anywhere and made to turn as 
many comers as desired, and that he 
can find his way baok without assist- 
ance. In this tL-speet ho seems to have 
the same faculty a cat is said to have 
and exercises it in the same way. 


When the blind man desires to go to 


a certain place he has never been taken 
before, be is led to it, aad as be goes 
along he takes mental note of all the 
objects he passes. Here is a rough cross- 
ing, here some asphaltum pavement, 
here a dirt road with some stones on it, 
here some water, etc. When he wants 
to return, he tates them in reverse order 
and has no trouble. 


"The reason I can do this," he says, 


"is because I don't see a lot of things 
that distract me. Yon could do the same 
thing easy enough. Maybe in a mile I 
would only have to remember a fe.\v 
objects. It is jnst the same as if a man 
who could see was taken through a dark 
alley, but every once in awhile was-' 
given a glimpse cf bis surroundings by 
a light being turned on. He could re- 
member what he saw without any trou- 
ble, but if be saw a thousand other 
things he could not. I know just how 
many steps it is from the corner to 
where I live and can walk to the place 
without even using my caue. Of course 
I am helped a great deal by the people 
I pass, because they know I am blind 
and always make room forme."—,San 
Francisco Call.

But, 
in any case, bow senseless it seema to ex- 
tirpate ihf- living source of this beauti- 
ful commodity, aa the reckless hunters 
aud ignorant native chiefs aud mer- 
chants are still allowed to do in central 
Africa! When shall we see tho govern- 
ments of these various regions sensible 
enough to perceive and proclaim that 
live elephants are very much more rain- 
able even commercially than dead ones, 
aud that the preservation of these state- 
ly and uerivceablo animals shall be 
henceforward a fixed policy for African 
benefit? 


It baa been truly remarked that di- 


rectly the native and foreign bnuters 
are convinced that one live elephant is 
worth dozens of tusks they will be as 
keen to preserve the animal as they now 
are to exterminate him. We might plead 
earnestly, even upon the ground of ses- 
tbeticism and natural science, for the 
protection in future of the noble beast, 
whose majesty and tranquillity of mien 
BO well become his silent haunts and 
philosophic, harmless existence. Tho 
ears of those, however, who massacre 
the innocent giant to cut from him 20 
or 80 pounds of material for paper 
knives and shoe horns would be closed 
to such remonstrances. The best hope of 
all who understand the value of the el- 
ephant for Africa is that even the most 
ruthless of his assassins may come to 
learn that they are destroying their own 
markets. The rest is for official authori- 
ties to do. But certain it is that if de- 
cided measures be not promptly taken 
there w?ll be no elephants to save and, 
we shall see in another continent the 
shameful human sin and folly perpe- 
trated which has stripped America of 
every free living vestige of ber noble 
droves of bison.

against 247,245 last year, indicates a 
growing decrease. 
The closing of 


shops and discharge of hands in the 
shoe business, especially at Lynn, has 
been plainly foreshadowed by the 
weekly report, showing for some time 
past scarcely any new orders received, 
la the cotton manufacture there is 
further decline in some staple goods, 
and takings by northern spinners are 
disappointingly light. Print cloths 
accumulate and do not advance. Raw 
cotton comes forward just as it did 
in other years when official and other 
stories of injury ended in great crops.

The building itself is lifted 
from iis foniidatiou and carried off in a 
northeasterly direction. It may fall into 
the northeast corner of another cellar; 
it cannot fall into its own. If, theu, 
when a tornado is coming, the inhabit- 
ants of a honse take refuge in the south- 
west corner of their cellar, they will 
escape uninjured. 


Congressmen's Terms. 


It may be found advisable in tbe 


course of years to lengthen tbe terms of 
our representatives in congress. Elec- 
tions every two years for the lower house 
are an expense arid a trouble. A man 
hardly gets the hang of the honse during 
a first term of two years, and a second 
one is usually given to him to permit 
him to show what he can do, if any- 
thing. 


The joint resolution introduced into 


the national house by Mr. Treloar of 
Missouri provides that the term of rep- 
resentatives shall be lengthened to font 
years, to which there secais little objec- 
tion. Bat Mr. Treloar's resolution also 
provides that a senator'0 service shall be 
for eight yuars • instead of six and that 
a president shall serve eight years and 
be ineligible to ic3r:t:diutnly succeed 
himself. These propositions are debat- 
able. So fur as tho senators are con- 
cerned, there is no call for it. We have, 
it is true, no provision for life senators 
in this country, but practically it is the 
same. There are Jiow in the right wing 
of the capitol men who, when they 
finish their present term, will have been 
in the senate 3(i consecutive yours. If 
the same political party remains in 
power, a senator may hold his office for 
life by the simple process of re-election 
by the legislature. If tho same party 
does not remain in power, then he ought 
to be replaced by a senator ia harmony 
with tho new legislature. 


The people of this country call atten- 


tion respectfully, but very earnestly, to 
that petition which has been laid before 
Speaker Keecl asking that a day be set 
apart fur uuiisideration by the house of 
the Nicaragua canal bill. Tbe petition 
presents the unusual featruro of having 
originated iu the national honse of rep- 
resentatives itself. The fact that it was 
signed by 200 Republican members and 
by 50 Democrats makes it in great 
measure a petition irrespective of party. 
The people of the United States want 
that Nicaragua canal. They consider it 
necessary to the proper development of 
the commerce of this country and to its 
protection from bostilo forces. 
They 


want it, of course, to follow tbe most 
feasible route and to cost as little as is 
compatible with swift transit and solid 
construction. But they understand the 
need (.': it and thu. this need should be 
filled soou. There has been survey after 
survey of the various routes, the latest 
one during President Cleveland's pres- 
ent term. If our experts cannot by this 
time tell from all these surveys which 
is tbe best route, then they never will 
be able to tell.

Thermometer*. 


At times of severe frost many per- 


ons not skilled in the use of thermom- 
eters report remarkably low tetupera- 
nres. These are often due to the tber- 
rnomotric liquid having partly eraporat- 
d from the m^in column and condensed 
-t tue end of tlie tube farthest from ths 


lb, the thermometer then reading just 


s mauy degrees too low as there are 
egrees of spirit at the top of the tube. 


Good thermometers are just as liable to 
this error as comtaou oues, and there- 
fore every one using a spirit minimum 
thermometer must be on tbe alert. Gen- 
erally the owner can restore tbe thcr- 
mometer without sending it back to the 
maker. Gra'p the thermometer firmly, 
resting a finger on tbe tube so that there 
be no vibration, and, holding the bult> 
downward, give several strong, pendu- 
lous swn? js. This will usually send tho 
spirits from the top and send the index 
into the bulb. Stand the thermometer 
bulb downward for an hour, then re- 
verse it and very gently shake the in- 
dex ont of the bulb and let it Elide to 
the end of tho column, when the ther- 
mometer will bo as good as new.—New 
York Ledger.

Bur Mor- 
ris would bav« wriitea far tho stage if 
there bad been asy stage Ibat a JXK-I and 
artist ooold writc> for. When tho Sucial- 
U>t Ivagoe cape proposed to raisa the 
wind >y a dramatic entertainment and 
suggested that he- should provide the 
pJ»y, hs set to ac once and provided it. 


And what k:isd of play waa it? Was 


it a miracle piay on the lines of those 
scenes in tho Towneley mysteries be- 
r-reea tbe '"sbi-rberd* abiding in the 
field," which ho nsed to quote with 
great relish as his idea of a good bit o? 
cujnedy? Not ai all. It was a topical ex- 
traraga^zo, entitled "Xnpkins Awak- 
ened," the chief "character parts" be- 
ing Sir Peter Edlin, Tennyson and an 
imaginary archbishop of Canterbury. 
Sir Peter owed the complim u: to hii 
activity at that iiinc iu sendiuij social- 
ists to prison on charges of "obstruc- 
tion," which was always proved by g(.-c- 
tisg a policeman to swear that if ;u;y 
passerby or vehicle bad wished to fuss 
over the particular spot in a tlioroi^h- 
fate on which the speaker or his audi- 
ence happened to be standing their pres- 
ence woald h;we obstructed him. 


This contention, which was regarded 


as quite sensible and unanswerable by 
tbe newspapers of the day, was put into 
a nutshell in tbe course of Sir Peter's 
snnuning up in the play. "In fact, gen- 
tlemen, it is a matter of grave donbt 
whether we ore not all of us continually 
committing tbis offense from onr cradles 
to our graves. " Thia speech, which the 
real Sir Peter of course never made, 
though be certainly would havu At. w so 
had b,e bad wit enough to eee tbe ab- 
surdity cf solemnly sending a man to 
prison for two moctha because another 
man could not walk through him, es- 
pecially when it would have been so 
easy to lock him up for three months on 
some respectable pretext, will probably 
keep Sir Peter's memory green when all 
bis actual judicial utterances are forgot- 
ten. 


Aa to Tennyson, Morris took a social- 


ist who happened to combine the right 
sort of beard with a njelancholj-terflier- 
ament and drilled him in a certain por- 
tentous incivility of speech which, taken 
from the quality of hia remark", threw 
a light on Morris1 opinion of Tennyson 
which was all tbe more instructive be- 
cause he deligcted in I'ennyson's verse 
aa keenly as Wagner delighted in tbe 
musio of Mendelssohn,, whosu credit for 
qualities of larger scope be nevertheless 
wrote down and destroyed. 


Morris played the ideal Archbishop 


himself. He made no attempt to make 
up tbe part in tbe ordinary stage fash- 
ion. He always contended that no more 
was necessary for stage illusion than 
some indistinct conventional symbol, 
such as a balo for a saint, a crook for a 
bishop, or, if yon liked, a uloak and 
dagger for the villain and a red wig for 
the comedian. A pair of clerical bands 
and black stockings proclaimed the Arch- 
bishop. Tbe rest he did by obliterating 
his humor and intelligence and present- 
ing his own person to the audience like 
» lantern with the light blown ont, with 
• dull absorption in bis own diguity 
which several minutes of the wildest 
screaming laughter at him when he en- 
tered could not disturb, I laughed im- 
moderately myself, and I can still see_ 
quite clearly the long top floor of that 
warehouse in the Farringdon road as I 
saw it in glimpses between my parox- 
ysms, with Morris gravely on the stage 
in bis bands at one end ; Mrs. Stillman, 
a tall and beautiful figure, rising like a 
delicate spire above a sky line of city 
chimney pots, at the other, and a mot- 
ley sea of rolling, wallowing, guffawing 
socialists between. 


There has been no other sncb success- 


ful first night within living memory, I 
believe, but I remember only one dra- 
matic critic who took care to be present 
—William Archer. Morris was so inter- 
ested by bis experiment in tbis sort of 
composition that he for some time talk- 
ed of trying his hand at a serious drama 
and would no doubt have done it had 
there been any practical occasion for it 
or any msans of consummating 5t by 
stage representation under proper condi- 
tions without spending more time on 
the job than it was worth. .Later, at one 
of tbe annual festivities of tbe Hammer- 
smith Socialist society, he played the 
old gentleman in the bath chair in a 
abort piece called "The Dnchess of Bays- 
water" (not by himsiilf), which 0:100 
served its turn at the Hayinurket as a 
curtain raiser. It \vas impossible for 
tuch a born teller and rlpronror of sto 
ries as he was to beindiJTsreuc to an art 
which is nothing rnorei than the i»ost 
vivid and raal of all ways of story tell- 
ing. 
No man would more willingly 


have seen his figcres move and heard 
their voices t-hau he. — Saturday Review.

The Irish Potato Not Irisli. 


"The peculiarity of tho Irish potato, 


so called, is in the fact that it is not 
Irish," observed ouo of the potato es- 
perts of the agricultural department. 
"Tbe potato originally grew vild in 
the fields of Chile, Peru and Mexico. 
Si? John Hawkins did not take it to 
Ireland until 1565. Kir 1'rancis Drake 
took it to England 20 years afterward. 
It did better, however, ia Ireland than 
anywhere else and got its name, no 
doubt, because of its early aud extensive 
cultivation in Ireland. Botanicaily it 
was originally known as the Batata vir- 
giniana, but in after years it was prop- 
erly identified and classified as the So- 
lanum tnberortim. As the winter stock 
is now being laid in, it may be well for 
the inexperienced to be able to select 
good potatoes. 


"Ont the raw potato in two and rub 


the halves together. If the moisture on 
Tubbing is soft and liquid enough to 
drop, the potato will be soggy and set 
when cooked. Rub the halves briskly 
around on eacb other. A potato thai; 
will be dry and mealy when cooked will 
give ont a good, rich froth, while a 
poor one will show only a watery froth 
by the same action. The pieces will 
stick together if tbe potato is a good 
one. Of course the whole thing is to teat 
the amount of starch in tho potato, for 
the more starch the better the potato. 
If, however, a person intends to lay in 
a very large supply, the best plan, of 
course, is to cock them, and there will 
be no chance of a mistake."—Washing- 
ton Star.

In a 
waiui i;r<*ubon8e a night temperature 
of 60 degrees, with 10 to 15 degrees 
bigb«r by day, is aluuc right. lit a house 
of tbis sort paims, fioiu, draraenas cro- 
tons, raaraiilai. auUmriums, iiepeuthos 
and each orchids as vaudas autl pbaliC- 
nopsis thrive to perfection. But if a per- 
•on has only one greenhouse he can grow 
moat all piauts ineiitioued aboTo in it 
by arrangiog the cool Joving ones at the 
cool end of tie house and the heat lov- 
ing one* at the warm end of it In addi- 
tion to tbe foregoing, Gardening fur- 
nishes the following: 


In the winter far less shading ia neces- 


sary than in summer. Carnations and 
roses don't need any, but Chinese prim- 
roses, cinerarias, calceolarias and cycla- 
mens are benefited by a thin shade. In 
tba warn boose, while crotons, ficns 
and some other plants •would luxuriate 
in open sunshine, it is seldom convenient 
to separate them froia those that do need 
a little shade, and as they thrive well 
enough in slight shade it is well to have 
the house thinly shaded; then there will 
be no fear of palms, ferns, mosses, be- 
gonias and such like. 


Callas, roses, cinerarias and other 


plants in vigorous growth must be wa- 
tered copiously; go must palms, anthn- 
riuma and other evergreen vigorous 
stock, but tbe general tendency at this 
time of year is to somewhat lessen the 
water supply at tub root, consistent with 
the lower temperature and less incite- 
ment to growth, but always keep np the 
moistness of the atmosphere, and the 
more artificial heating is used the more 
water we should spill about tbe floor, 
benches and walla of our greenhouses to 
moisten the air. 


Down with insect vermin. 
Keep the 


hose or s. ringe at work against red spi- 
der. 
With a little brush and whale oil 


soap remove scale and mealy bugs and 
use tobacco smoke or tobacco vapor to 
kill thripa and aphides. We have lots of 
patent insecticides, eacb cr.a better than 
the other. Choose for yourself and fol- 
low the instructions given with them, 
except in tbe strength of tbe mixture. 
To begin with, try it at half strength, 
and, if that doesn't hart, at thrae- 
foorths. 


Prone When the Knife In Sharp, 


Many prune only iu winter their ap- 


ple trees, but tests at Cornell station 
iu central Now York seem to bear out 
the old saying, "Prune when the knife 
is sharp." Six good sized apple t rocs 
were set apart and a portion of a young 
orchard for experimentation. 'That SBU- 
•on limbs were cut on* every month in 
tbe year. The following winter the 
scars were carefully studied, and no dif- 
ference can be found in the healing 
over—that ia, no difference can be dis- 
covered that would cause the recom- 
mending of any particular month to 
prune. The wounds at time of pruning 
were covered with all tbe different sub- 
stances recommended, and no advantage 
could be discovered by their use over no 
treatment in healing over these wounds, 
which were 1 to 4 incbes in diameter. 


Professor Bailey goes so far as to ffay 


that the nse of grafting wax, shellac, 
paint and various other coverings for 
wounds mane by the removal of limbs 
is only valuable to keep out bactaria, 
and thus prevent rot The ideal remedy 
for this would be bordeaux mixture— 
but it does cot last—as the other recom- 
mended substances in a brief time allow 
germs to obtain a foothold. The rapid- 
ly growing upright branches heal over 
much more quickly than the slower 
growing laterals. Make suooth, clean 
cuts and cut close to the body of the tree 
and make the cot on side branches par- 
sjlel with the body of the tree, and not 
at a right angle to the limb cut off, it 
by so doing the cat would not be on a 
line with tbe tree.
